I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1946. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory.  The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly 
lower  than  last  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  satisfactory.  The 
Death  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  in  1945. 

The  incidence  of  Zymotic  diseases  continues  at  a low  level. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  S.  F.  Piper 
on  the  24th  October,  1946.  During  the  war  years  he  undertook  the 
duties  of  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Borough  in  addition  to  his  other  heavy 
responsibilities  at  Rushden.  He  carried  out  all  his  duties  with  keenness 
and  had  a high  sense  of  loyalty. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Corporation  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  assistance 
offered  to  me  since  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  August,  1946.  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  and  grateful  thanks  to 
Dr.  McCracken,  my  predecessor.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1,945  acres. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  resident 
population  for  the  mid-year  1946  to  have  been  3,406  persons.  The 
population  in  1945  was  3,268.  The  natural  increase  in  population, 
i.e.,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  amounted  to  17  in  1946. 

Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  Borough  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable 
deaths  was  45  as  compared  with  46  in  1945.  The  death  rate  based  on  the 
estimated  population  was  13.21  per  thousand  as  compared  with  14.07 
in  1945.  The  death  rate  for  the  Borough  exceeds  that  for  England  and 
Wales  by  1.71  per  thousand  of  population.  The  local  death  rate  and 
the  number  of  deaths  for  the  quinquennium  1942-1946,  together  with  the 
rates  for  the  Administrative  County  and  the  Country,  as  a whole,  were  as 
follows  :

A list  of  the  causes  of  death  classified  according  to  the  International 
List  of  Causes  of  Death,  1938,  is  given  in  Table  No.  1,  page  13  ; whilst, 
in  addition,  a history  of  the  rate  of  dating  from  1892  together  with  other 
vital  statistics  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  6,  page  18. 

Births — The  number  of  live  Births  assigned  to  the  Borough  was 
sixty- two  (34  males,  28  females)  as  compared  with  71  in  1945.  The 
number  of  Births  was  equivalent  to  a rate  of  18.2  per  thousand  of  popu- 
lation and  shows  a decrease  on  the  rate  of  21.72  for  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  trend  of  the  rate  for  the  period  1942-46, 
together  with  the  rates  of  the  Administrative  County  and  England  and 
Wales  for  Comparison.

Stillbirths — Two  stillbirths  were  recorded.  This  is  equivalent  to 
0.58  per  thousand  of  population,  or  31.25  per  thousand  total  births. 
The  rate  per  thousand  of  population  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.53. 

Illegitimate  Births — There  were  three  illegitimate  births,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  48.38  per  thousand  live  births  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  84.5  in  1945. 

Infant  Mortality — One  infant  died  before  attaining  her  first  birthday 
and  this  gives  a rate  of  16.12  per  thousand  live  births  and  is  satisfactory 
as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  43.  The  satisfactory  trend  of  the 
rate  is  shown  in  the  following  table,  together  with  other  rates 
for  comparison  :

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory — The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the  control  and 
diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital,  Northampton. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Swanspool,  Wellingborough  and  the  Fever  Hospital, 
Finedon  Road,  Wellingborough,  and  is  provided  free  to  medical 
practitioners  for  use  in  the  town. 


Ambulance  Service — Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed 
to  hospital  by  the  Borough’s  Motor  Ambulance,  maintained  by  the 
Higham  Ferrers  Ambulance  Committee  :

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  Higham  Ferrers  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association, 
employs  one  Queen’s  Nurse,  who  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives’  Board.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  1946  was  as 
follows  :

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  County  Council  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  at  the  Methodist  Church  School  on  two  Thursday  afternoons 
per  month.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  once  monthly.  No  antenatal 
clinic  is  held  in  the  town,  but  expectant  and  post-natal  mothers  attend 
the  clinic  at  Rushden  on  Tuesday  mornings.  Orthopaedic  cases  attend 
the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Rushden. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases— Accommodation  is 
provided  by  the  East  Northamptonshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  at  their 
Hospital  in  Wellingborough.  The  precept  levied  on  the  Council,  by  the 
Board,  for  1946  was  £75/8/9.  There  were  no  cases  from  the  Borough 
admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  during  the  year.

The  supply  of  Water  to  the  Town  was  sufficient  in  quantity  during 
1946,  and  the  bacteriological  reports  showed  that  the  water  fell  into  Class 
I of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  classification  for  Piped  Water  supplies. 

1,021  houses  in  the  Borough  have  a piped  water  supply  ; 45  houses  are 
dependent  on  7 standpipes,  and  12  houses  are  not  provided  with  water 
by  the  Board. 

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — There  is  no  material 
change  in  the  conditions  previously  reported.  The  efficient  treatment 
of  the  sewage  will  be  governed  to  a considerable  extent  by  the  elimination 
of  much  suspended  matter  which  emanates  from  the  factories.  Ne- 
gotiations with  the  leather  trade  were  commenced  in  1946  and  they  have 
undertaken  to  co-operate,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
installation  of  a machine  at  one  of  the  larger  factories  to  be  on  trial  for  a 
period  of  six  months  and  if  this  proves  satisfactory  other  factories  will  do 
likewise. 

Closet  Accommodation — All  houses  and  factories  are  on  the  water 

carriage  system. 

Disinfection — Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  associated  with 
infectious  diseases  are  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants. 
Steam  disinfection  is  carried  out  at  the  Rushden  Urban  District  Council’s 
disinfection  plant. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — (Cimex  lectularius) — No  case  of  Cimex 
lectularius  came  to  notice. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — Infestation  Order,  1943 — 
Advice  and  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Movable  Dwellings — Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 — No 
Licences  were  granted. 

Public  Cleansing — The  collection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a Morris 
refuse  lorry.  314  loads,  with  an  approximate  tonnage  of  628,  were 
collected  and  deposited  at  Meadow  Lane  Tip.  The  trade  refuse  is  de- 
posited at  the  Mill  Chrome  Tanning  Company’s  Tip.

HOUSING. 

The  demand  for  housing  in  the  Borough  still  remains  acute.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  175  applications.  The  site  preparation  of 
the  estate  adjoining  High  Street  was  completed. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  building  of  54  houses' — 10  blocks  of 
4 houses,  1 block  of  6 houses  and  4 pairs  of  houses.  Ten  pre-fabricated 
bungalows  were  constructed  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

Five  licences  were  issued  for  the  building  of  private  houses.  No 
licence  was  issued  for  the  conversion  of  large  houses  into  flats. 

A total  of  106  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  repair  of  houses, 
the  total  value  being  £3,706.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926 — There  are  twelve  names  on  the  register 
of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Retailers  of  Milk.  One  dairy  farmer  is 
licensed  by  the  County  Council  as  a producer  of  Accredited  Milk. 

Milk  Supply  — 37  samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality. 
The  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  The  classifica- 
tion of  the  results  were  :

Pneumonia — There  were  four  cases  notified  with  one  death.  Ten 
cases  were  notified  the  year  previously. 

Erysipelas — One  case  was  notified. 

Measles — There  were  three  cases  notified  as  compared  with  68  cases 
in  1945. 

Influenza — No  notifications  were  received,  but  there  was  one  death 
from  Influenza  “ transferred  in  ” to  the  Borough. 

Whooping  Cough — Seven  cases  were  notified  as  against  one  in  1945. 

Tuberculosis — Four  cases  were  notified  (3  pulmonary,  and  1 non- 
pulmonary).  They  were  all  males.  Last  year  there  were  11  new  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  During  1946  there  were  3 deaths  (2  male  and  1 female) 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  1945  there  were  4 deaths  from  Tuber-

culosis.  The  age  incidence  of  new  cases  and  deaths  from  the  infection 
are  given  in  table  No.  5 page  17. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  36  names  were  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register — 
29  suffering  from  pulmonary  infection  and  7 suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
infection. 

No  action  was  considered  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  section  172. 

The  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit  carried  out  a Survey  during 
April  and  May,  1945,  for  the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers  and  Rushden. 
The  total  number  examined  was  5,119.  The  Survey  was  restricted 
almost  entirely  to  the  examination  of  factory  employees.  31  people  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  required 
either  Sanatorium  or  Domiciliary  treatment.  Of  these  31  persons,  7 
had  been  previously  diagnosed.  10  of  the  above  cases  were  found  to 
have  a positive  sputum.  A further  11  were  discovered  who  were  allowed 
to  continue  at  work,  but  they  are  being  kept  under  observation.  61 
persons  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Inactive  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  32  of  these  were  required  to  attend  the  Dispensary. 

Dr.  Smith  summarises  his  report  on  the  Mass  Radiography  Survey 
with  these  words,  “ Compared  with  all  other  occupations  there  is  a statisti- 
cally significant  excess  of  newly  discovered  cases  of  Active  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  industry,  and  further  that  there  are 
significantly  higher  rates  in  the  clicking,  lasting  and  finishing  departments 
of  the  industry."
